Whilst helping to develop the 38S into a viable kit, I did try to 

see if we could use a toroid instead of a "standard" inductor 

for the VXO frequency puller; a torroid core is significantly cheaper 
than a pre-wound inductor. 


Unfortunately, although I could get the inductance required, using a 
toroid did not seem to work well at all. The VXO range was significantly 
reduced. We attributed this to the very high Q of the toroid vs. the 
very low Q of the "standard" inductor. Thus, it was necessary to use the 
pre-wound low Q device in the end. 


Please feel free to experiment with toroids. You can lower the Q of 

a coil by shunting it with a parallel resistor. If you find something 
that works, please let us all know! We simply ran out of time to 
experiment any more, and decided to leave it as was...it worked!

Many have mounted the soapbox warning of the demise of ham radio. Let me 
suggest a pro-active step we can take to bring new blood to the bands... 


Part of the field-day exercise is to connect with the community.

For what it is worth, I tried the freq51 programme this morning, and got an 
interesting-looking display. I am running an AMD133 chip/motherboard (the 
vendor said Pentium; Windows 95 says 486 - I don't care; it runs faster 
than the old genuine pentium 60) with a VGA display; 24 mb RAM, 730 mb hard 
drive. Internet software is Microsoft Internet Explorer Ver. 3. The sound 
card is a Creative Labs soundblaster 16 (your 16 pnp). JI did not do any 
modifications to any settings; all I did was to run a twisted-pair line 
from the ext. spkr. jack on the transceiver to the line-in jack on the 
sound card, controlling the volume with both the computer external speaker 
controls and the transceiver audio gain. 


Trouble with the programme is that you don't seem to be able to do anything 
with it easily except examine the audio spectrum and use it as a tuning 
aid. The manual is difficult to understand (the programme is free!). 


For the last six months I have been using the DSP Blaster (advertised on 
p25 of February QST) with very satisfactory results. You get a spare 
(sparse? uncluttered?) but functional audio spectrum display which works as 
an effective visual audio spectrum tuning aid plus the ability to define 
high-pass, low-pass, band-pass audio filters (and define their 
characteristics within fairly wide ranges) on the fly; plus you also get 
variable noise reduction, and variable agc (and a number of other features 
I have not yet mastered). Since I got this I have used my MFJ tunable DSP 
filter (the original MFJ-784 with the upgrade) only during the week it took 
to replace my computer motherboard when that crashed, and on trips away 
from home. I can't praise this product enough, it has certainly helped me 
to hear a few foxes and work WA9PWP for my first FSFD (usual disclaimer: no 
financial interest, just a very satisfied customer). I still remember when 
I thought the MFJ unit was the best thing since vodka and coconut-water. 


The only negative with the DSP Blaster is the cost ($100) and the need to 
use the Creative Labs Soundblaster 16, the Vibra 16 or the AWE 32. But I 
have no quarrel with paying people for work done, especially when it is 
done as well as in this case. And two upgrades have been provided at no 


additional cost without my having to request them. "Compatible" cards 
mostly don't work, and this is clearly stated in the ad (the vendor, on 
request, sent me a small demo to check whether it would work with my 
original card). In my case, I had to replace my Ensoniq sound card. 


However. Browsing this morning, looking for the freq51, I stumbled across 
( in the "hamradio" msdos subdirectory of the ftp Simtel archive) a bit of 
freeware called (in the download list) sbfft12.zip. This file is nearly 
1.6 mb, but seems to be potentially very useful. I have run it on receive 
(on the same computer configuration described above), and have been able to 
create, with quick mouse-drags, extremely narrow band-pass filters which 
literally removed the murk from around very weak cw signals. As with 
modern dsp filters, absolutely no ringing. I have not transmitted with it 
running yet, so I don't know how the usual stray rf getting into the 
computer's external speaker system will affect its functioning; but I would 
suggest that you try it alongside freq51. I couldn't think why the QST 
article would stop at talking about the more passive audio spectrum 
displays and not look at this more active one until I saw the date of the 
file on the Simtel list and considered likely QST publication lead times.

I constructed the NN1G single band transceiver from the shcematic in the 
1995 ARRL handbook (p 17.79) and I have run in to a problem. The 
transmitter works fine, but the receiver receives on both sides of zero 
beat. There is less than 2 dB rejection of the opposite sideband when 
measured at the audio output. I "cheated" and purchased the printed 
circuit boards from FAR Circuits and they are much better than boards 
that I would have constructed in my basement. They appear to be 
correctly laid out and I used parts as specified in the handbook. 


My understanding of a superhet is that there should be much more 
rejection than 2 dB. In addition, the sensitivity isn't as high as I 
would expect but that's not a big concern to me. The rig sounds great 
otherwise. 


If anyone has any ideas, please let me know- I would greatly appreciate 
the help.

The 

schematic is there, but the construction details are very light 

(taps on the coil, secondary versus primary). Anyone willing to 

take a quick look at it, and give me a bit more detail? 


-building an eggbeater VHF antenna (ala' M2). This is two loops 
(1000hm Z) placed perpendicular, one fed 1/4 wave out of phase, 
wired in parallel to offer the 50ohm Z. 


Built one loop, fed with 50ohm coax, and checked it for 
resonance, figured I'd get a 2:1 min SWR at the resonance point.

discharged. One was a 7AH, 12V and the other two were 6AH, 6V. The 
12V had been placed on a shelf after being discharged and forgotten 
for months. When I checked its voltage it was approximately 3 volts. 
The two 6V batteries were likewise seriously discharged due to using 
the wrong charger. The voltage of each was less than 2 volts. I tried 
recharging these batteries with the correct charger for many hours 
but their terminal voltage did not change. 


I decided to try one more thing before trashing them. I connected a 
0-40 VDC bench supply, current limited at 1 amp, to the 12V battery. 
After increasing the voltage from zero to 40 volts, the current meter 
never moved. I closely monitored the battery, voltage and current. In 
less than 1/2 hour the voltage suddenly dropped to between 12 and 13 
volts and the ammeter showed current flow (though much less than 1 
amp). Next I connected the battery to a suitable battery charger. 
Within 24 hours the battery's voltage was where it should be and 

when tested provided the expected current at a steady voltage. 

Using the same procedure, the two 6 volt batteries were revived. 


Are these batteries as good as new? Not likely. However, I have been 
using the 12 volt battery for over 6 months and have been very pleased 
with the results. 


If you try this, monitor the battery voltage and current carefully. It 
is probable that a much lower voltage would have worked equally well. 
It's important to charge any battery correctly and always recharge 
before storage. If you shake the battery and it rattles, it is 
definitely time to get a new battery. Always take reasonable safety 
precautions when when working with batteries.

One 


common type of gelcell is the "starved electrolyte" batteries. 
These are used in many of the emergency florescent lights and 
other UL approved equipment. 


This type of battery has, on purpose, a limited amount of 

acid in the electrolyte gel. It is starved for acid. If the 
battery ever gets completely discharged it will not take a charge 
and possibly overheat the charger and cause a fire. There is 


actually nothing wrong with the battery. It will just not accept 
a charge because the resistance of the electrolyte is to high as 
there is no acid left. 


When you use the real high voltage a little current will flow 
and start the charging process. When enough acid is in the 
electrolyte full charging current ensues. Panasonic said that 
there is little damage to the battery. 


Of course this won't work if the battery is actually bad due 
to other reasons such as sulfation. That is a different problem. 


Not all gelcell batteries are of this type however.

Dave - I had the same question when I started to assemble parts for my 
38S last week. I took a look in the ARRL '96 handbook and found a pretty 
good explanation of the two types of pots. 


Based on what I read there, I used an audio taper on the rf gain control 
and linear tapers on the tuning and RIT controls. 


BTW - I also used a pot with SPST switch for the rf gain. The switch 

was then incorporated as on-off switch for the DC power. 

The un-modded version of the NC38S had no power on-off switch - using 
one on the DC supply line works fine. I routed the hot lead of the 12vdc 
through the spst switch on the audio pot, then on to the board at 
connection point number 4.

Jeff, unless the station you spoke with said NOT to bother with an SASE 
then I think it is only courteous to send one with your card. Besides 
saving him postage, it allows the other op to get a card back to you 
quickly -- he doesnt have to find an envelope, copy your address on the 
card, in addition to filling out the card. 


SASE is a MUST if you are sending a card to someone in a relatively rare 
state or grid square (if vhf/uhf£). Just think how many qsl requests 
someone in North Dakota would get. He would spend so much time 
addressing envelopes that he would never operate.

Take a look at the Feb. '97 QST article "A pocket-Size Direct-Reading VHF 
SWR Meter". Use a different bridge circuit for HF. This circuit uses the 
forward voltage for the reference of a LM 3914 LED bar/dot graph IC and 
the reverse voltage is connected to the normal input and then compared and 
read on the LED's as an indication of SWR. It would be a simple matter to 
put in a switch to change the reference input to a calibration pot and 
connect the forward voltage to the normal input. Might even be neater to 
just add another 3914 and have both SWR and Power indications. Operating 
in the dot mode only one led is on at a time so power consumption can be 
kept low. 


Ooooh, now that I wrote this up I like this idea, I think it might find 
it's way into my 38S!

Another approach might be to add another comparator chip and display tho the 
bridge portion of the Rainbow bridge/Tuner. Now that the discussion is open, I 
just had to chime in. Shucks, I was saving it as a fowllow-on for QRPp or the 
QRP Quarterly. :-) 


The 3914 chip is fine, but with the internal dividers you have no control over 
the thresholds for turning on the individual LEDs. Since power is related to 
the square of the voltage, using a device with linear steps like the 3914 won't 
give a very useful display. The 3914 is better suited to use as a linear 
voltmeter. 


By using a separate (cheap and obtainable from your local Radio Shack) LM339, 

and a set of precision resistors, or user-settable pots, you can pick the power 
level for each step. You would, of course be limited to four steps witha 
singlecomparator, but adding another one would be simple and cheap. You would, of 
course, also need a voltage reference, but a simple 78L05 could do the trick. And 
naturally, you would want the automatic RF-sensing on-off switch that the 

Rainbow uses. 


As a sidelight, the Rainbow started out as an autoamtic forward and reverse 
power indicator but I decided that for simplicity's sake, an auto adjusting SWR 
indicator had more utility.

Of ocurse you are right, the 3915 is fine for logarithmic applications, I've used 
it myself for audio with a proper detector. Even so, I find the avalable steps 
lacking when it is used for a power meter. I we're talking aobut QRP, the 

steps might be 0.5, 1, 2, 4, 8... watts which though theoretically sound is less 
pleasing than the linear sequence 0.5, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 watss for example. I've 
gotta admit, though that a single-chip solution like the 3915 would be a lt easier 


to build.
